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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that Narusawa 
relies on soldering to secure the attachment means to the board, in contrast to applicant's invention, independent claims 29 & 35 do not 
recite features regarding soldering, or lack thereof. Further, the "attachment" is taken to refer to attachment between the holder 30 and 
motor 20 rather than the holder 30 and circuit board 100. Thus, the "attaching means" (112, sixth paragraph NOT invoked) comprises 
holder frame 30 and includes a pair of "attachment faces" (holding spring pieces) 33 straddling motor shaft 22 and extending in parallel with 
the two sides of the motor case 20, such that they receive and grip, i.e. "attach", motor body 20 (c.5:13-19; c.6:22-23). Claims are given 
their plain meaning unless such meaning is inconsistent with the specification. 

Regarding applican'ts argument that Narusawa's "U shape" configuration including rails 22 "appear to easily allow the motor to be out of 
place" is irrelevant since these features are not claimed. Further, Narusawa c.6: 19-26 teaches that the combination of bulge 38 and 
grasping spring pieces 33 "resists turning [of the motor] from its fixed position". 
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
